Little Friction

But there is little chance for 
‘getting to know one another’’ 
and self-contained communities 
tend to become sterile and pro- 
ductive of discontent, jealousies 
and yearnings to go home. 

Spain is not a member of 
NATO. She was, in a sense, 
black-balled. But this now is 
regarded as a fortunate circum- 
stance. There are many advan- 
tages to having such a powerful 
set-up to supplement NATO. 

What will happen if France 
comes under Gen. De Gaulle is 
a big question. He is not be- 
lieved too friendly to the NATO 
idea. A popular front govern- 
ment, including the Communists, 
would certainly be hostile. 

There also is the big question 
of what would happen if Franco 
were called to his reward. Best 
guess is the army would take 
over and perhaps bring back the 
monarchy with a military junta 
to “‘guide” the king. 

In that event, the bases would 
not be troubled.

(AP) — Two 
atomic submarines—the Skate and 
Seawolf — have set under water 
endurance records of 30 days, the 
Naval Chief of Operations an- 
nounced Monday.

Both vessels, with a total of 160 
men aboard, traveled 8,000 stat- 
ute miles during training opera- 
tions ended May 23.

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court held Monday that an em- 
ploye kept out of a plant by 
threats of striking union members 
might sue the union for damages 
in the state courts instead of 
going to the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board for relief. 

In a companion case, the court 
allowed similar damage suits by 
workers who charge their unions 
have expelled them illegally. The 
vote in both cases was 6 to 2.

(AP) A 
home purchased in an all-white 
community by the president of the 
Chester, Pa., branch of the Na- 
tional Assn. for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People was dam- 
aged by fire Monday. 

State officials launched an in- 
vestigation at the request of the 
Negro leader, George T. Ray- 
mond. The Raymond family, slat- 
ed to move into the home Tues- 
day, would have been the first 
Negro family in this community 
of 1,000 located about six miles 
south of Philadelphia. 


ROOF BURNED 


Half the roof of the two-story, 
eight-room frame house was 
destroyed by the flames. There 
was no estimate of damage to 
the home, valued at $11,500. 

State Police Capt. Harry John- 
son said in Philadelphia he had 
ordered officers from the fire 
marshal’s division to investigate. 

Atty. Gen. Thomas McBride dis- 
closed he had received a tele- 
gram from Raymond asserting 


the Negro understood there was 
going to be violence because they 
don’t want Negroes in the com- 
munity. 


McBride said he referred the 
|matter to the civil rights division 
|of his office and promised speedy 


investigation. 


Raymond, who has headed the 
Chester chapter of the NAACP 
for the past 15 years, said he pur- 
chased the home through the Vet- 
erans Administration with Friends 
Suburban Housing, Inc., acting as 
agent.

U.S. Warns 
Tunis, Paris 


On Clashes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States cautioned France 
and Tunisia Monday against any 
military moves which might push 
excited North Africa into new vio- 
lence. 


Top State Department officials 
met separately with the Tunisian 
and French ambassadors in ef- 
forts to persuade both sides to 
end the shooting that has erupted 
inside Tunisia. 

REGROUPING PLEDGED 

Their main hope was that the 
French would follow through on a 
pledge to regroup their 22,000 
troops in Tunisia in areas where 
incidents would be less likely. 


This became known as other 
authorities disclosed that the 
United States would back up Leb- 
anon’s charges that Egypt and 
Syria were guilty of “‘mass inter- 
vention” in fomenting anti-gov- 
ernment riots in Lebanon. 

Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, U.S. representative on the 
United Nations Security Council, 
was understood to have instruc- 
tions to support Lebanon’s com- 
plaint when it comes up for dis- 
cussion in New York Tuesday 
afternoon. 


ENVOY UNCERTAIN 


French Ambassador Herve Al- 
phand, after calling at the State 
Department, expressed hope 
“things could be quiet and calm 
in Tunisia in the next few days.”’ 


He reported he delivered a note 
telling of provocations the French 
army has suffered in the towns 
of Remada and Gafsa in Tunisia 
during the past two weeks. 

Alphand said “Yes, certainly— 
I think so’’ when asked by news- 
men whether the Paris govern- 
ment of Premier Pflimlin control- 
led the French troops in Tunisia. 

Tunisian Ambassador Mongi 
Slim met at the same time with 
Deputy Under Secretary of State 
Robert Murphy to appeal for 
American support for Tunisia’s 
demand that French troops re- 
group immediately. 

He described the situation as 
very serious.

Terrorist Explosion Injures 15 Others; | 


Chamoun Fights 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI)—A powerful time bomb 
planted by anti-government terrorists exploded in a 
crowded street car in Beirut Monday. 


Eleven persons were reported 
killed and 15 others injured. 
Many of the injured had their 
legs and arms blown off, and 
other victims will have to under- 
go amputation, hospital authori- 
ties said. Eyewitnesses said the 
force of the explosion sent several 
limbs ripping through the win- 
dows of the trolley. 

The new violence coincided with 
reports of a growing government 
crisis. Several cabinet ministers 
were said to have threatened to re- 
sign unless pro-Western President 
Camille Chamoun promised not to 
run for re-election in September. 


U.N. MEETING 


There were reports also that 
ome government officials were 
urging postponement of the Unit- 
ed Nations Security Council meet- 
ing on Lebanon’s charge of ‘‘mas- 
sive interference” by the United 
Arab Republic in the country’s 
crisis. 

The U.N. Security Council is 
scheduled to meet Tuesday at 
Lebanon’s request. However a 
mocement was reported under way 
to seek postponement of the ses- 
sion until the Arab League had a 
chance to act on a similar protest 
lodged against the U.A.R. by Leb- 
anon. 

There were reports that Foreign 
Minister Charles Malik was plan- 
ning to postpone his flight to New 
York for the council session so he 
could attend the Arab League 
meeting scheduled in Tripoli on 
Wednesday. 


ACCUSE NASSER 


Sources said a “‘satisfactory”’ 
decision by the Arab League 
would make U.N. action unneces- 
sary. Lebanon has accused the 
U.A.R. President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of supporting the anti-gov- 
ernment elements with men 
weapons and propaganda. 

The bombing attack was the 
worst incident of violence in Bei- 


rut since the Lebanese crisis 
erupted more than two weeks 
ago. 

Police said the terrorist board- 
ed the trolley jammed with lunch- 
time passengers, placed a pack- 
age concealing the bomb under a 
seat, and left. 

The blast peeled back the sides 
of the steel trolley like the skin 
being stripped from a banana. It 
shook buildings and_ shattered 
windows in a two-block area. 

A flash fire roared through the 
front end of the trolley after the 
blast.

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French Turmoil Is 
Near Catastrophe 


Fast-moving events in France are 


leading that unhappy country toward a 


state of anarchy, civil war or both, They 
also are leading toward a return to power 
of Gen. De Gaulle, not by popular demand 
of the Freneh people but because of the 
power of the military. 

The latter seeks to create the im- 
pression that only the general can prevent 
the drift to civil strife and a complete 
breakdown of organized government. 
Thus far the French Assembly and the 
government have resisted giving De 
Gaulle the absolute power he demands. 
There is doubt now, too, whether even 
he could control the revolt within the 
army. 

The most dangerous new develop- 
ment in the crisis are renewed attacks 
by the rebellious army on Tunisia. Here 
the armed forces seem to be acting not 
only independently of Paris but of the 
command in Algeria itself. Here again 
the impotency of the French government 
is revealed. 

Inflaming the Tunisian situation and 
the setting up of Committees of Public 
Safety in French Equatorial Africa are 
opening a Pandora’s Box which will be 
difficult to control. The military is thus 
encouraging rebellion which will plague 
any authority, including a possible Gaul- 
list government. 

Events in France and in Africa are 
playing into the hands of the Commu- 
nists. Involvement of Tunisia is uniting 
the Arab world in support of the Alge- 
rians and lending great strength to Nas- 
ser’s Soviet-backed aim of Arab unifica- 
tion. Lack of support for De Gaulle 
among the French masses is strengthen- 
ing the Communists inside France. 

The situation is presenting the gravest 
challenge to NATO and to the main ob- 
jective of American policy in Europe— 
promotion of European unity. Return to 
power of nationalist De Gaulle very well 
might remove France as the nucleus of 
the West’s security system in Europe and 
destroy the vigorously developing Euro- 
pean community. 

Whatever happens—and there seems 
little chance of improvement in the hope- 
lessly divided country under present cir- 
cumstances—the consequences to the West 
appear catastrophic. Moscow is gleeful 
and will do everything possible to pre- 
vent conciliation, keep the Algerian re- 
bellion going and to provide arms for 
Arabs in Tunisia afd elsewhere. 

Meanwhile, the armed forces revolt 
has now spread to the French navy, mak- 
ing civil war a distinct possibility unless 
De Gaulle is brought to power. And if he 
does succeed, the question remains 
whether he would be a captive of the 
military without ability to control events.

Early primaries have but one excuse, 
really—to serve the purposes of politi- 
clans. 

In practice, early primaries tend to 
restrict the field of candidates, discour- 
age voter interest and perpetuate ma- 
chine politics. 

Certainly the voters would prefer to 
wait until issues have crystallized on a 
statewide basis as well as to have time 
to give full consideration to local ques- 
tions. 

Every county in Georgia would profit 
by having only one primary on the date 
set aside by law for the state election.

Sheriff T. Ralph Grimes said 
112 of 129 persons being sought by 
law enforcement officers in a ma- 
jor crackdown on bootleg whisky 
operations had been arrested Mon- 
day and placed in Fulton County 
Jail. 

Most of those arrested, however, 
posted bonds by midday and left 
the jail, the sheriff. said, thus 
avoiding overcrowding at the jail. 


Those arrested were picked up 
since 1 a.m. Monday on county | 
and federal warrants issued after | 
a Negro revenue agent borrowed 
from North Carolina worked six 
weeks on undercover duty buying | 
‘evidence’ from moonshine sell- 
ers 


The sheriff's office said all of 
those booked were Negroes and 
many of them were women. They 
are charged with violating liquor 
control laws. 

State Revenue Commissioner 
T. V. Williams, whose office co- 
ordinated the roundup, said rec- 
ords found in the pocket of a Ne- 
gro man showed he had handled 
1,374 gallons of moonshine in the 
past six days. 

Other arresting officers reported 
finding money piled up in a draw- 
er at a southwest. Atlanta resi- 
dence “like it was trash.” 

Officers said the wholesale price 
of ‘‘white whisky”’ is between $6 
to $8 a gallon to local ‘‘dealers.”’ 
They in turn sell it for $2 per pint 
or more.

WAYCROSS — Everyone, to 
paraphrase Mark Twain, talks 
about baseball but no one does 
anything about it. 

“What's wrong with base- 
ball?” asks the inquisitive man 
on the street who doesn’t bother 
to turn a corner to the ballyard. 

“What's wrong with base- 
ball?” asks the baseball official 
who believes a magician will 
wave a wand and fill the grand- 
stand. 

“What’s wrong with  base- 
ball?”’ asks the rookie who can’t 
define the word hustle, the vet- 
eran who’s working from pay- 
day to payday, the bonus boy 
who’s busy checking his invest- 
ments and the stock market, 
the manager who believes color 
belongs only on the stage. 

What’s wrong with baseball? 

It could be the home town fan 
who demands a winner. Could 
be the front office man who 
lags behind the promotional 
times, or the contented player 
who doesn’t know the pangs of 
competitive hunger. 

There are the three faces of 
baseball — fans, officials and 
players. 

The Constitution sought an- 
swers from the first face—the 
public—in Waycross, a Georgia- 
Florida Class D League mem- 
ber currently struggling for ex- 
istence and finding dwindling at- 
tendance a serious hindrance 
to future operations. 

Just what is wrong with base- 
ball? 

‘Interest seems to have grad- 
ually gone down,” answered 
park maintenance chief S. C. 
Youmans, on the job for eight 
years. ‘People just seem inter- 
ested in other things.”’ 

“In our case,” replied Rev. 
A. Barnum Hawkes, local Bap- 
tist minister and perhaps the 
No. 1 baseball fan in Waycross, 
“the trouble was in the caliber 
of players placed here at the 
beginning of the season. The 
team was not competitive with 
even the team above it, much 
less the league leaders. 

“It is my wish that the 
majors realize the lower miners 
are necessary to their operation 
and move accordingly. Base- 
ball is a wholesome sport, it’s 
still the American pastime... 
and it gives me a chance to 
pop off at the umpires. 

“People in Waycross talk 
baseball, but until recently, talk 
was negative. Of course, the 
dyed-in-the-wool fans continued 
to support the team. No one 
likes to see a one-sided game, 
even if your team is winning.” 

“The game needs speeding 
up,’ said government employe 
Howard Morris of Thomson. “I 
like baseball better than any 
other sport, and try to see 
games while on the road. There 
are so many other things to do. 
People like something that'll 
keep their nerves on edge: may- 
be the game needs more excite- 
ment.” 

Waycross teacher Aleece Jac- 
ques “‘thought purpose of base- 
ball is to train players for 
major leagues, not to increase 
interest.” 

“Television, too many outside 
interests,” was college student 
Sidney Bennett’s answer. ‘Me? 
I read about it in the papers; 
my nights are reserved for 
study. Frankly I don’t see any 
solution.”’
